One dive off the McKinley and 
another off Eads Bridge were tak- 
en in one-two fashion within 45 
minutes yesterday afternoon by 
Ray Woods, Western A. A. U. div- 
ing champion and relay medal 
holder as a member of the Forest 
Park Highlands swimming team. 

Woods, who is 20 years old, a 
manual training tutor, living at 
3655 Washington boulevard, took 
an 85-foot header from Merchants’ 
Bridge last August, a week after 
a strong swimmer had been killed 
in attempting the feat. He plans 


two more dives—-Free Bridge and 
Brooklyn Bridge. Then, he says, 
“That’s all. There's nothing left.” 

It was a few minutes before 3 
Pp. m. when motorists saw a rug- 
ged, lithe young man with only his 
glittering blue eyes showing  be- 
tween a coat and the visor of an 
aviator’s helmet, alight from an 
automobile and stride to the rail 
of McKinley Bridge. Photogra- 
phers followed him, and 79 feet 
below, a motorboat, puffing busily, 
paused and circled and paused 
again on the muddy and forbidding 
surface of the Mississippi. 

Crowd Gathers at Rail. 

Something was up, undoubtedly. 
The automobiles stopped and théir 
occupants got out and crowded, a 
curious and somewhat excited 
throng, to the rail. 

The blue-eyed and athletic young 
man tossed off his heavy coat and 
climbed lightly over the rail. For

The Court has 
nothing to do with the determin- 
ation of the guilt or innocence of 
these defendants, for that rests 
within the sole province of the 
fury.

There 
remain many @® Democrats, the 
number probably running into the

It is probable the total vote’ in 
the state will be approximately 1,- 
000,000, with something like 200,- 
600 in St. Louis. There is a reg- 
istration of 275,00 in round num- 
bers here, but~there is nothing to 
indicate that a heavy vote will be 
polled. In 1922, when there was 
a registration of 272,90, only 168,- 
000 votes were cast, notwithstand- 
ing the long and bitter Reed cam- 
paign which might have been ex- 
pected to-bring out a heavy vote 
in St. Louis. 

Of course, in this election both 
Senatorial nominees are residents 
of St. Louis, while in 1922 the, Re- 
publican nominee was a resident 
of Kansas City. It might be the 
local interest would increase the 
vote this time, but probably not 
to more than 200,000. 


State Normally Democratic. — 


The state outside of St. Louis 
normally is Democratic except in 
Presidential elections, though not 
so heavily Democratic. as it used 
to be. In 1922 Charles A. Lee, 
the Democratic nominee for State 
Superintendent of Schools, came to 
St. Louis with a plurality of 23.- 
640. Undoubtedly the real Dem- 
ocratic vote was small that year 
because of the fight on Reed. and 
it may be figured that the norma) 
Democratic majority outside of 
St. Louis is close to 30,000. 

It is not probable that Hawes 
will-come to St. Louis with a lead 
anything like that because of the 
various elements which make his 
candidacy unacceptible to radical 
drys. However, he will pick up 
some Republican support from 
radical “wets” who object to Wil- 
liams because of his refusal to 
take sides.on the prohibition issue. 

These, of course, will serve to 
offset to some extent Hawes’ 
losses among the “drys.” 

The indications point to Hawes 
having something of a majority in

Hospital last 
night for an operation. 

Dr. John Hogan, house physi- 
cian at the Mayfair, said that Mrs. 
Wheatcraft was in a critical con- 
dition and that an operation would 
be necessary. 

She had appeared !n St. Louls 
three weeks ago, but had dropped 
out of sight within..the past few 
days so that process servers, seek- 
ing to serve her with a subpena to 
appear before Reed at Kansas City 
tomorrow, were unable to find her. 
The circumstance of her illness, 
while it makes known her where- 
abouts, precludes any possibility of 
her appearing as a witness. 

Mrs. Wheatcraft came into prom- 
inence last August when she gave 
out an interview outlining her 
method of operation in political 
campaigns. She was quoted as say- 
ing she had “a little black book” 
containing the names of five women 
in each county (in Indiana) 
through whom she could conduct 
a whispering campaign against any 
candidate. 

She declared at that time that 
she could “butter” the state with 
gossip in 12 hours. The interview 
ended her usefulness in Indiana 
and she next appeared in Maine, 
still working under the banner of 
the Republican .National Congres- 
sional Committee, an auxiliary of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, which specializes in the pro- 
motion of off-year races for Con- 
gress. —_ 

Later Mrs. Wheatcraft went to 
Oklahoma but there, as in Maine, 
her services were frowned upon, 
particularly by women's organiza- 
tions and she found no place for 
her activities. When the fact of 
her visit to St. Louis for the Mis- 
souri campaign became known yes- 
terday with its publication in the 
Post-Dispatch, prominent Repub- 
licans declared they had supposed 
her a campaign speaker and ex- 
pressed themselves as unwilling to 
tolerate any activities such as she 
outlined in her Indiana interview.

demand have been called active. The 
strengthening of the sentiment end ad- 
vance on the December eptions was in a 

measure responsible for the edvances in 
centralized cars at Chicago.

A starting out to learn the game 

of tennis has the idea lurking 
in the back of his mind that he can 
become, sometime, e« champion. It 
is an alluring idea, and a most at- 
tractive one in the game of ten- 
nis. 

Shall] a young player say, then, 
at the start, “I am going to be a 
champion,” or shall he say “I’m 
g0ing to learn all there is in the 
game?” If I were starting tennis 
for the first time tomorrow, I'd 
say, “I’m going to learn the 
game.”

Then 
the champion part of the things 
comes by itself. If one loves the 
game, and is willing to play with 
all of his ability he has many 
chances of becoming a champion.

SPRINGFIELD, Til, Oct. 23.— 
Twenty-five years of litigation, 
during which time the fortunes of 
Greer College have been buffeted 
through court after court into the 
State Supreme Court, has at last 
ended, by a compromise by Attor- 
ney-Genera] Oscar BF.

And Art Salons 


Attract Americans 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch 
PARIS, Oct. 12. 


WO salons have occupied the attention 

of all of Paris during the past week—- 
the Twentieth International Automobile and 
Motor Boat Show in the Grand Palais des 
Champs-Elysees and the Twenty-first Inter- 
national Salon of Photographi¢ Art at 51 rue 
de Clichy. The United States is well repre- 
sented in both. 

Of course, the Salon des Automobdiies 
draws the greater amount of interest. More 
than 200 models, comprising the last word in 
motor building and art of all countries, are 
on display. Probably no nation is so tnor- 
oughly represented, either in quality of care 
or in variety or beauty of models as the 
United States. 

Thirty countries are represented in the 
Photographic Salon with 2300 eptries as com- 
pared with the usual 1500. The display for 
the United States is second in size only to 
France. Curiously, it is made up almo«t en- 
tirely from two sections of the States—the 
Pacific Coast and the Atlantic Seaboard, and 
although it comprises some of the best work 
of the Salon, it cannot all be credited to na- 
tive Americans, for most of it is done by 
Japanese artists residing on the Pacific slope. 
Strangely enough, in contrast, the exhibit 
from Japan contains nothing worthy of men- 
tion.

the motorist is Mable for any dam- 
ages, unless the injured was con- 
Owned by Municipalities. 

‘When an automobile owned by 
a municipal corporation is being 
operated in the exercise of a pub- 
life function, the municipality is or- 
dinarily not Hable for its negligent 
operation. When svch an automo- 
bile is being used in the perform- 
ance of a private corporate func- 
tion, the city may be held liable for 
the negligence of the driver. Thus 
a city has been held not liable for 
the negligence in the operation of 
an ambulance used in connection 
with a public hospital, or in the 
operation of automobiles in its fire 
and police system; whereas : city 
has been held lIiable for negligence 
in the operation of a car in the 
maintenance of a municipal light- 
ing system. 

Oars Driven by Chauffeurs. 

“An automobile cwner is rospen- 
sible for the conduct of his chauf- 
feur while performing the business 
of the owner. Between the owncr 
of the automobile and his chanf- 
feur, while the latter is enzegil 
in the owner's business, the rela- 
tion cof master and servant exists 
and the rules of law applicable to 
that relation apply. 

The Guest Hazari. 

“As a rule an automobile owner 
is liable for negligence resulting in 
injuries to a guest while an occnu- 
pant of his car. There aro exc4n- 
tions to this general rule. An au- 
tomobile owner or driver may ne 


relieved of Hability on account of 
an injury to a guest when the guest 
is guiity of contributory negligenc*. 
If a driver is operating a car in a 
reckless or dangerous manner an‘ 
the guests having time and oppor- 
tunity for protest makes none, he 
has no recovery against the driver. 
This failure to act is construed ”s 
contributory negligence. Ordinarily 
@ passenger In an automobile has 
no control over its operation and 
is .not Mable for the driver’s negli- 
gencc, but a passenger who partic- 
ipates in the active management of 
the car may be liable for the neg- 
ligent conduct of the driver. 
The Family Car. 

“An automobile owner is not or- 
dinarily Hable for the negligent op- 
eration of his car by a member of 
his family merely because of the 
family relationship. The liability 
arises when the car is being driven 
for the owner's purposes or those of 
his family, and is usually based 
upon an extension of the doctrine 
of agency. Thus it has been held 
that a father was not Hable for 
the negligent driving of his son, 
when the son was on his own per- 
sonal rather than family business. 
On the other hand, an owner of 
an automobile was held Hable in 
case where his daughter injured a 
pedestrian while driving her fa- 
ther’s automobile to get a pair of 
her shoes. 

Defective Highways. 

“The owner or driver of an at- 
tomobile, in the absence ofr plain 
indications to the contrary, has the 
right to assume the safety of the 
highway for driving purposes. 


Liability for accidents caused by 
defects depends largely upon the

Liability When Car is Loaned. 

“In the absence of a specific 
statute, when an automobile owner 
loans his car to another person, 
and the borrower uses the car for 
his own purposes, the owner is 
not Mable. It has been held that an 
owner is liable when he knowingly 
lends his car to an incompetent 
person, and that person injures 
someone by negligent driving. The 
owner here is negligent in lending 
his car to this type of person.”’ 


REO HEAVY DUTY TRUCK IS 
POPULAR AMONG OIL MEN 


In a survey made recently among 
all industries using motor trucks, 
it was found that the oil industry 
has far more than any others in 
the industrial field, for 108,000 
trucks are used in the oil business, 
compared with 44,000 used by bot- 
tling works and 34,000 by dry goods 
and department stores. It is esti- 
mated that 25,000 trucks will be 
purchased by the oil companies in 
1927. 

The oil companies have found 
that the average life of a two-ton 
truck is approximately five years. 
For cars less than two-ton the av- 
erage life is decreased to a little 
more than one and one-half years. 

The oil men demand trucks of 
greater speed, with pneumatic 
tires, handled easily in traffic, mod- 
erately priced, yet enduring.

Pay Refused for 
Time He Was Away. 


On his return to Trenton he was 
considerably shocked and not a Iit- 
tle ammoyed at the discovery that 
there was no jegal way by which 
the State could pay his salary while 
he had been on the wing. His pay 
check for the month of May was 
$590 instead of $3889. his recular 
salary. He likewise discovered that 
the State could not pay him for the 
three days in June that he had 
been away.

AVING reached the 

age of 70, possessor 

of a home without 

anyone to keep it 

for him, companion- 

leas, holder of suffi- 

clent worldly goods, 

our hero decided to 

take unto himself a 

wife. But he was 

astute and experi- 

: enced enough to 

know tnat at his age marriage was an un- 

usually tricky business; he well realized that 

any wife he might acquire might a great 

deal more than likely be motivated in tak- 

ing her marriage vows by entirely different 

reasons than marriages are theoretically 
based on. 

He set about searching for a woman and 
after a time found one, Virginia Varjabedi- 
an, 80 years younger than himself, and, like 
himeelf, of Armenian birth. Our hero's 
name is Reteos Tashjian. But, he argued, 
he hardly knew this woman—how did he 
know in what manner she would treat him? 
What, then, could he do to make this union 
hold water, to prevent it in any way from 
cracking or splitting? How was he going 
to assure its success? 

Tashjian had a big job on his hands, and 


‘he realised it. Think about it he did, and en- 


deavor to realize some plan he did. Nothing 
seemed plausible or sufficient. He told his 
relatives of his difficulty. His sister con- 
sidered the matter and told him she thought 
she had solved it. “Draw up a contract,"’ 
she said. And Tashjian did. 

In this contract he included affirmative 
and negative clauses; he wrote down what 
should be done and what should not be done. 
And then at the end of it he fashioned a 
few paragraphs purporting to announce 
what his wife intended to do in this mar- 
riage business, and asked her to sign it.

Up a rear stepe we went, this 
old man with the furrowed face stopping to 
pick up a bottle of milk and murmuring that 
he had forgotten all about it; he should 
have taken it in earlier in the morning. He 
ushered me into his kitchen. It was neat 
and clean, everything Was arranged almost 
geometrically; things Were too much arf- 
ranged. It seemed that this neatness was 
studied, a man's effort to put things in or- 
der. On an ollcloth-covered table stood the 
remains of a single breakfast. 

“You will excuse my dishes,” he said, 
and then, arching his eyebrows and spread: 
ing his arms: 
fast. The rest of my food I buy at the res- 
taurant where I go to eat. I don't like it 
thie way."’ 

He sat down across the table from me, 
Mit a cigarette, took a few puffs from it, 
remembered he had forgotten his holder, 
reached for it and inserted the cigurette.

There I repair Oriental rugs that get torn 
or hurt or something happens to them. I 
get $6 a week. That is for me and my wife 
and children.

“T am in New York two years when my 
boss comes up to me and say: ‘Mr. Tashjian, 
you go now to Chicago. You go to Chicago 
to work for a company who fixes Oriental 
rugs. You get good money. What you say, 
you go to Chicago?’ So I say, ‘Yes, I go to 
Chicago.’ 80 I take my wife and my chil- 
dren and we go here to Chicago. 

“Well, I work from 1899 here in Chicago 
fixing repairs in Oriental rugs. I am get- 
ting, oh, good money. I save money. I 
have a place to live in with my wife and all 
my children. Good place. We have plenty 
to eat; good Armenian cooking. I am 
Armenian. I like good Armenian cooking. 
Always at my table six people are around it. 
Maybe sometimes. seven. Always lots of 
people; you cannot be lonesome. I come 
home from work at night ahd sit at table 
with all my family and we have supper all 
together. Things go on like that. My chil- 
dren are growing up.

NCIENT Germany knew the beast. 

A Beeetriea the dragon slayer, was born 
at Xanten, a town about two and a 

half miles from the Rhine. When 11 years 
old he left the quiet life of his father's castle 
of Nibelungen, and after failing as an ap- 
prentice to the armorer Mimer was put out 
as a charcoal burner in a wood ravaged by 
Fafner, who had been a giant, but who, be- 
cause of his cruelty, had been transformed 
into a dragon and now watched jewels and 
treasures. Stegfried thrust a burning oak in 
the dragon's mouth and then managed to cut 
off the monster's head. He bathed in the 
dragon's blood and became invulnerable, 
save where a leaf had fallen on his shoulder, 
which wae untouched by the beast’s life 
stream. Now he saleased the lovely Brun- 
hilde. who would not be his, and went on to 
the Nibelungenlande. He bound the dwarf 
chieftain, Alberich, secured a cap which made 
him invisible and a sword that would kill al! 
his enemies. And then he slew another drag- 
on which guarded the, immense treasures. 
Ultimately he was killed when Brunhiide 
whispered to Hagen the secret of the one 
spot on Slegfried’s body that was vulnerable. 
and Hagen pierced the shoulder with a spear. 
Christianity’s great hero of the dragon is 
St. George of Cappadocia—though the list of 
saintiy victors the beast with which 
the early church sought to typify ain and 
paxanisam is a iong one. The saint was a 
nobie youth, the son of Christian parents. 
and a tribune in the army of Diocletian. On 
his way to join his legion he came to a city 
—~sometimes calied Troyon, sometimes Se- 
lene and sometimes Beyrout—which was ter- 
rified because of a dragon living in a marsh 
nearby. The beast had ravaged the fields, 
devoured the herds, and now demanded daily 
two children to be furnished for his table. 
The lot fell upon Cleodolinda, daughter of 
the King. who forth in royal! 
robes to be sacrificed for her people. Saint

“Fly.” she urged. But he made the sign of 
the cross and attacked the on-coming mon- 
ster. He pinned the dragon to earth with 
his lance, and after he had bound it with 
the maiden’s girdle she led it captive and 
harmless into the city.

“but be baptized.”’ and that busy day, after 
baptizing 20,000 people, he killed the mon- 
ster, and then, refusing to wed the Princess, 
since he was bound to celibacy. he went

] sticnae but typifies sin and Satan, and 
if, therefore, his dragon is represented 
usually with a Luciferian face, there were, 
according to legend, many saints besides St 
George who had actual encounters with the 
beast himself. St. Philip, the Apostle, 
killed a dragon at Hierapolis, in Phrygia 
St. Martha slew that terrible dragon Ta- 
rasque at Alix-la-Chappelle. St. Florent 
brought death to one on the Loire. St. 
Cado, St. Paul and St. Maidet were simi- 
larly victorious over such beasts in Brittany. 
So was St. Keyne in Cornwall. St. Samson 
seized a dragon in Wales and threw it in the 
sea. St. Matthew, St. Margaret, St. Hilarion. 
St. Sylvester, St. Romain of Rouen. Pope 
Leo IV, 8t. Donatus, St. Clement of Mets 
and the Archbishop of Dol are among other 
holy men and women who brought death to 
ravaging dragons in their bailiwicks. 

The medieval ages loved the beast. Ben- 
jamin of Tudela, in 1173, wrote describing 
the dragons that guarded the tomb of 
Nebuchadnezzar in Babylon. And from then 
on until within almost 200 years there was 
not lacking respectable authority for belief 
in their existence. Athanasius Kircher, @ 
Jesuit, in “Mundus Subterraneus,” tells of 
a man of Lucerne who discovered the lair of 
two dragons on Mount Pilate and remained 
with them six months, his only food the 
moisture licked, as they licked it, from the 
rocks. When, in springtime, they sought 
to fly out from their hibernating place, he 
seized one by the tall, and thus ascended to 
the upper world. But he died. Solid food 
was too much. However, he didn't die until 
he had left his goods to the church, which 
Kircher held was proof of the existence of 


F THE dragon in its association with St. 


dragons. 
Arabia knew the beast. There is, in “El! 
Edrisi,’' a story of how Alexander the Great 


met and conquered a dragon in the Canary 
Islands. The beast was known, of course, in 
Africa. In India it is sculptured on the 
walls of the caves of Ellora. 

The Romans and the Persians, as well as 
the Parthians, carried it on their banners. 
King Arthur carried a dragon's image upon 
his helmet. King Richard I, the Lion- 
Hearted, used it for his standard. Pope 
Gregory XIII introduced it into his coat of 
arms. Not to be outdone by these it was 
adopted by Edward VII before he came to 
the throne, as a badge on the coat of arms 
of the Prince of Wales. 


Japanese dragon has wings. Each is a 
lizard, with ruffed tall, like the mon- 
itor in the Bronx Zoo. The most ancient 
Chinese book, ‘Yih King.” explains that the 
Chief Dragon has his abode in the sky, and 
that all clouds and vapors and winds and 
rains are at his pleasure, so that all vege- 
table life depends on him. ‘So the Emperor 
from his exalted throne watches over the 
interests of his people and confers on them 
those temporal and spiritual blessings, with- 
out which they would perish.” says the book. 
Besides this chief dragon there are others 
not regarded as gods. Sometimes the gods 
harnessed these in teams to travel. The 
Chinese imagination did not need so ob- 
vious a thing as wings to soar about the 
known and unknown universe. . 


pP ROPERLY. neither the Chinese nor the 


Japan was inclined to treat the dragon 
more as a monster than as god. S8o-sa-no-6, 
a god, visiting Idzumo. found a family 


which had lost all but one of its eight chil- 
dren to an eight-headed dragon. The last. 
2 beautiful daughter, was being taken to 
the annual sacrifice. The god interfered. 
much as England's 8t. George. But he 
changed his own form into that of the girl. 
And he set eight tubs of saki in the house to 
await the coming of the beast. The dragon 
came, and each of the eight heads drank a 
tub of saki as an appetizer. The beast got 
drunk. And the god cut off its head and 
married the girl. 

So the dragon has ranged from before the 
dawn of history—a part and parcel of the 
beliefs of mankind.

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The Festus Bank Robbery, the Telephone Call, 
the Chase, the Captureand Back to 
the Garage and the Overalls.

IVE men held up 
the Citisens' Bank 
of Festus, Missouri, 
just before noon on 
Saturday, Septem- 
ber 36. With $26.- 
000 in cash and 
bonds, they sped 
north on Nationa! 
Highway 61. toward 
~ St. Louls, 40 miles 
——« away. They were 
armed with revolvers aod shotguns and were 
in a Nash coach bearing an Ohio license. 


Edward C. Staat, in his garage at Antonia. 
Missouri, was endeavoring to run down a 
miss in a Ford engine. He has run many 
of them to earth in his time and he has a 
proper pride in his work. His wife came to 
the door of their home nearby and calied 
Mtaat to the telephone. It was Sheriff Ray 
Williams of Hillsboro on the line, and Staat 
Was speaking to his chief, for besides being 
@ garage proprietor, a farm machinery deal- 
er, a mechanic and a good citisen generally, 
Staat is a Deputy Sheriff, subject to instant 
call and prompt to answer. 

An emergency had arisen and Sheriff Wii- 
liams was putting his forces in the field. 
those far-ecattered, strategically placed dep- 
uties who keep watch over the countryside. 
He told Staat of the robbery and told him to 
be on the lookout for a Nash coach. 

It was late in the evening before Staat 
got back to the Ford engine with a miss in 
it, for when he left the telephone he picked 
up his Colt’s .38 instead of his wrench and 
was exclusively a Deputy Sheriff.

Winding up Glaise Creek Valley, it is reiled 
by cornfieids on one side and dense woods 
on the other for a distance of about three 
miles.

N OW that they had smelled powder

for the terrific jolt caused the Nash to leap 
into the air and come down almost squarely 
adcrosse the road.

enother hill to go down and a 
creek to cross at the bottom 
they would hit this one 
the same way.

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Springs Staat got close enough 

to open fire. Once he fired as the 
robbers were rounding «a curve, and 
the Duilet put a hole eight inches across 
in the Nash windshield. [t couldn't have 
missed the driver’s head more than a 
foot. Held and Decker, too, were get- 
ting in a shot now and then with their 
shotguns, but they were seldom close 
enough for these to be effective. Both pur- 
suers and pursued were still Diasing away 
when they dashed into House Springs, to 
the utter bewilderment of the residents, who 
had not yet heard of the robbery.
